A spo- 
kesman for the St. Albert 
RCMP said Monday that at 
the point of collision the 
Jauch vehicle had stopped in 
the left hand turn lane and 
was then struck in the rear by 
the other vehicle.

She said that if the Ad Hoc 
Committee began with the 
conceptual design for re- 
creation facilities, ‘I do not 
see anything sooner thana 
spring start for this.”’ 

Costs for recreation al- 
ternatives like a pool added 
to a school, a mini-complex, 
or three pools and an arena 
located variously across the 
town were placed from 
$400,000 to $1'% million for 
each major facility. 

Mayor Dick Plain told 
council he wanted to save the 
Ad Hoc Recreation Com- 
mittee ‘‘from a morasse of 
alternatives’ and suggested 
a four mill budgetary maxi- 
mum as a guideline for their 
deliberations. 

Councillor Margaret Smi- 
th, looking at a 10 year span 
of recreation developments 
in St. Albert, thought the 
mill figure should be as high 
as 10. This would give more 
flexibility, she said; she 
didn’t want to put the limit as 
low as the mayor. 

While a tremendous range 
of costs was involved, and 
facilities could be planned 
lavishly or ‘‘on the cheap,”’ 
Mayor Dick Plain pointed out 
‘*Where do you go, you don’t 
go shopping with a blank 
cheque.”’

Even though this would be 
subject to St. Albert’s 
approval as set out im the 
agreement, a legal scruple 
caused Mayor Plain to hold 
back on going in with 
Morinville and the MD on an 
agreement. 

‘*We can’t just give a carte 
blanche, (for hook-ups)’’ 
Mayor Plain said, adding 
later, ‘‘at this sctage.”’ 

The legal scruple concern- 
ed two paragraphs of the 
agreement between Morin- 
ville and the MD of Sturgeon 
- #10 and #16. 

‘If we accept #10 (con- 
cerning the reserving 10 
percent of the line capacity), 
#16 would be an interesting 
(problem) ... what would we 
do from a legal point of 
view?’’ asked Mayor Plain. 

#16 says no Sturgeon 
connection to the sewer line 
inside or outside of Mor- 
inville’s limits will be allow- 
ed without the approval of St. 
Albert. 


Mayor Plain says he wants 
to avoid confusion as “‘if we 
approve the 10 percent, we 
are in no position to refuse 
individual hook-ups.”” 

Earlier Mayor Plain com- 
mented he did not go along 
with giving blanket per- 
mission for MD hook-ups 
without seeing where they 
went. 

Mayor Plain says he wants 
to go for a general agreement 
with the MD on the condi- 
tions of hook-up. A motion 
was carried to get more 
information from the town’s 
solicitors on the legal hassle 
the mayor had stumbled 
upon. 

For her part Councillor 
Margaret Smith wanted the 
agreement with Morinville to 
go through, fearing if it 
didn’t, it might prejudice 
negotiations for a separate 
agreement with the MD. 

Finally council moved that 
St. Albert approach the MD 
of Sturgeon to negotiate for a 
general agreement on the 
access to the sanitary sewer 
line. 


Building permits 
boom continues 


The building boom contin- 
ues in St. Albert with 
$8,302,192 worth of single 
family residential building 
permits issued so far this 
year, way up on the figure for 
last year which was $1,513,- 
256. 

Last month alone saw 
$2,984,570 in single family 
residential permits issued in 
St. Albert. Again this was up 
on last year's figure for the 
same month of $754,262. 

One commercial permit for 
$1,000,000 was issued last 
month. This was a structural 


permit for Calgary Power at 
50 Bellerose Drive. 

Last month there were no 
industrial permits issued and 
no institutional.

Employers told how to beat alcohol problem 


The problem of alcoholism 
on the job surfaced at the 
regular meeting of the St. 
Albert and District Chamber 
of Commerce, May 12 in the 
Club Mocombo. 

About 19 businessmen 
took in the meeting which 
was chaired by Bill Tchir, as 
President Peter Zuidema was 
unable to attend the event. 

A director of the Alberta 
Alcohol and Drug Abuse 
Commission Colin Hatcher 
told the meeting that 10 
percent of workers, accord- 
ing to statistics, experience 
behavioral health problems 
which show up on the job and 
five percent of these can be 
narrowed down to an alcohol 
problem. 

‘‘Many companies do like 
to get their employees out for 
treatment... the employer 
has an effective role in 
motivating the individual for 
treatment,’’ Mr. Hatcher 
said. 

The challenge was to turn 
alcohol ‘‘abuse into res- 
sible use,’’ Mr. Hatcher 
stated and make people 
aware of the education ser- 
vices the AADAC had to 
offer. 

Mr. Hatcher stated that 
the employer ‘‘historically 
has tolerated this problem,’’ 
but makes comments that the 
employee is a good one when 
sober. So there is a cover up 


and the problem gets worse 
till the emplovee is released, 
Mr. Hatcher added. 

He said that absence on 
the job can triple to 21 days if 
a person on staff is affected 
by alcohol or drugs. ‘‘ We, 
(the AADAC) suggest he 
must seek treatment, or his 
job is on the line; we call this 
constructive coercion.”’ 

He suggested that busin- 
esses should avail them. 
selves of full day seminars 
offered by the AADAC. He 
said that after treatment for 
on the job alcohol problems, 
a success rate of 65 percent 
could be shown. 

All this led Chamber 
member Bill Cuts to bring 
the topics raised in Mr. 
Hatcher’s talk toa head by 
suggesting the Chamber 
hold a seminar on the alcohol 
and drug problem; this could 
also be brought up at the 
Board of Director’s meeting 
May 19,

Busing policy and supervision discussed at No. 6 meeting 


The May 12 meeting of the 
St. Albert Protestant Sep- 
arate School District No. 6 
came to order at 7:30 p.m., 
with all members of the 
Board present. 

After the reading and sub- 
sequent approval of the 
minutes of the April 28 
meeting, Don Munro comm- 
ented on the education 
meeting held on May S. He 
said that the teachers who 
had made presentations sh- 
ould be commended on a job 
well done and feels that their 
concerns over the present 
math program were in the 
capable hands of Mr. Curilla, 
supervisor of mathematics 
and science. 

Concerning the Joint Use 
Agreement Mr. Munro poin- 
ted out that Mr. Bernie 
Marche, director of Parks 
and Recreation, would no 
longer be acting as the 
secretary for Joint Use and 
the position would be taken 
over by another member of 
the town’s staff. Mr. Munro 
suggested that the Board’s 
policy committee arrange to 
meet in the near future in 
order to prepare for the 
annual meeting of the Joint 
Use Committee in June. 

Chairman Weber read a 
section from the School Acts 
indicating that the Board 
must receive interest on 
requisition payments from 
the town if they were not 
made in accordance with the 
School Acts, that is in four 
quarterly installments. 

Mr. MacFarlane reported 
briefly on the progress of the 
Building and Properties Co- 
mmittee. Mrs. McCaffery 
moved that the secretary 
contact the Minister of 
Education requesting an 
appointment to discuss cer- 
tain matters important to the 
Board and thus provide some 
input in the formation of the 
revised regulations govern- 
ing school policies. The 
matters which the Board 
wishes to discuss include 
busing and a change in the 
busing grant, school building 
regulations, and the grants 
for expanding the programs 
for educable mentally re- 
tarded. 

Mr. Munro said that the 
architect was at present pre- 
paring the initial working 
drawings for the West 
Grandin Core School. An 
examination of the soil 
structure is also being 
carried out to determine the 
type of footings that would 
be required. The areas be- 
tween the portables at 
Ronald Harvey and certain 
east-west entrances are be- 
ing paved. The construction 
at Paul Kane is close to being 
on schedule. 

In response to a delegation 


headed by Mrs. Taylor which 
appeared at the last Board 
meeting protesting Sunday 
activities in the schools (e.g. 
the book sale), Mr. Weber 
moved that a letter be sent 
thanking them for their 
concern over school activities 
and indicating that the 
School Board will try to keep 
within the social bounds of 
the public when arranging 
Sunday activities. Mr. Mun- 
ro pointed out that the book 
sale was the only commercial 
activity that had been held at 
the school on a Sunday in the 
past and since it had been 
held on both the Saturday 
and the Sunday of the week- 
end he felt that it was not 
imposing a Sunday activity 
on the public. The residents 
were free to visit the sale on 
either day. 

The question of student 
transportation was next on 
the agenda. Due to cutbacks 
in the busing grants, the 
transportation of students 
has become a financial pro- 
blem. It had been suggested 
at an earlier meeting that a 
fee be charged to those 
students who use the buses. 
Mrs. McCaffery stated that 
she was opposed to such a 
policy and that either every- 
one should be charged or the 
school schedule should be 
arranged so that students 
would be bused to and from 
school on a staggered sys- 
tem. Mr. Munro felt that this 
should be discussed with the 
Minister of Education at 
their meeting with him. He 
felt that the Board should use 
the reduced busing grant in 
the way most suitable to the 
needs of the community. Mr. 
Weber pointed out that this 
decision on the use of the 
grant had to be made as soon 
as possible since it affected 
the tendering for bus con- 
tracts. 

If a bus pass system is to 
be used, the pass must be 
applicable for the entire 
year. Only in this way could 
the Board make the neces- 
sary one year commitment to 
the bus company. The cost of 
the pass would be comm- 
ensurate with the costs of 
transportation. There would 
also have to be a deadline 
before which bus passes 
would have to be purchased 
in order that the Board could 
notify the bus company of the 
total number of passengers. 

Mrs. McCaffery suggested 
that the discussion be tabled 
until. the next meeting. She 
was still in opposition to the 
bus pass system and felt that 
triple runs and staggered 
hours would eliminate the 
need for such a pass. 

Mr. MacFarlane moved 
that the administration pre-

pare a list of alternatives to 
the bus pass and present this 
information at the next 
meeting. 

The question of whether or 
not students should be 
allowed to use the school 
facilities for after class 
activities was discussed next. 
Mr. Gish reported that staff 
members were reluctant to 
supervise functions such as 
the proposed Paul Kane 
dance if they were held in the 
school itself but were willing 
to do so if the dance was held 
in the Community Hall. The 
teachers felt that it was much 
easier to control the stu- 
dents, and any problem sit- 
uations which might occur 
(particularly those involving 
alcohol, drugs or smoking), if 
the dance was held away 
from the school. Mr. Gish 
explained that other schools 
had suggested that holding 
the dance outside the school 
would probably be the best 
policy. 


Mrs. McCaffery stated 
that she felt that school 
sponsored activities should 
be held on the school 
premises. Mr. Munro agreed 
with Mrs. McCaffery and 
suggested that such social 
functions should be held in 
the school where the control 
over the students was str- 
ongest. 

The monthly enrollment 
report showed that in some 
grades, particularly at the 
senior high school level, 
there was a marked drop in 
the number of students. Paul 
Kane enrollment for the 
month of April was only 790 
as compared to the Sep- 
tember 1975 enrollment fig- 
ure of 855. 

An outline of the school 
operations for the 1976-77 
school year was reviewed by 
the board members. Dr. Cuts 
asked why the school year 
always fell short of the 200 
days allowed for instruction. 
Mr. Weber explained that 


previous attempts to begin 
the year before Labour Day 
proved unsuccessful and 
consequently the school year 
is presently fitted between 
Labour Day and the end of 
June. The 1976-77 school

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Smaller centers 
fight to stay 
independent 


A brave and interesting experiment in municipal 
government spearheaded by St. Albert seems to be gaining 
more credibility within the Edmonton Metro area. 


The experiment has been the forming of an Ad Hoc 
Committee of Local Governments, which could be called a 
power block to offset the growth and power of the Edmonton 
‘*monster’’ to the south. 


St. Albert, Leduc, Fort Saskatchewan, Spruce Grove, 
Calmar, Gibbons and Stony Plain as well as the Counties of 
Parkland, Strathcona, and Lac Ste. Anne are part of the 
committee. 


Basically the committee is up in arms about a Land Use 
Forum suggestion to amalgamate the smaller urban and 
rural centres with the City of Edmonton leading to that city 
having a majority of votes on the Edmonton Regional 
Planning Commission. 


Last week Mayor Dick Plain had a get-together with the 
Minister of Municipal Affairs Dick Johnston outlining the 
problems the smaller communities face in their battle to 
remain as independent states within central Alberta. What 
passed at the meeting is not known and the mayor said he 
was not free to comment on what took place. But no doubt 
the minister was made aware that it is the smaller 
communities near Edmonton that have shown the greater 
growth rate over the past few years - not the City of 
Edmonton. 


The move to give Edmonton more power at the ERPC 
therefore looks slightly suspect. The brief to the minister 
pointed out that amalgamation would destroy ‘‘one of the 
most successful regional metropolitan models that has 
emerged in the history of urban and rural Canada.”’ And 
this at the expense of the friendly rivalry which has 
characterized the relations of Edmonton and its smaller 
neighbours. 


In the blunt language of the mayor of St. Albert, the Ad Hoc 
Committee of Local Governments is trying to ensure that 
Edmonton ‘‘does not try to wipe out the rest of Alberta in 
the process of trying to become a City State.”’ 


It should be pointed out of course that if the amalgamation 
with Edmonton did take place, municipalities would be able 
to appeal the decisions of the Commission if they felt just 
cause. But the Ad Hoc Committee is directly opposed to 
giving Edmonton the majority of control over local and 
regional planning when the electorate have not given it the 
mandate to do so. 


This whole matter will likely be thrashed out with the 
Metropolitan Committee of Cabinet or the Executive 
Committee as a whole. 


One can see the point of the smaller municipalities. They 
want to avoid being swallowed up by the larger metro area 
and maintain political independence with all the advantages 
associated with it. 


But they may be up against it if it can be demonstrated that 
unitary government cuts more costs than its opposite 
number operating independently in the smaller towns and 
counties surrounding the metro area.

Editorial comment 


very misleading 


The May 6, [976 Gazette 
editorial comment contains a 
number of assertions, state- 
ments and innuendos which 
attack the credibility of the 
local government. These 
comments were not formu- 
lated on the basis of fact or 
on informed opinion. 

{a] Transportation Meet- 
in 

The following quotes are 
reproduced from last week’s 
editorial column labelled 
‘‘The Gazette Reflects.” 

**A practically nil public 
input was received at the 
town’s recent transportation 
public meeting. Was it 
because all the experts were 
advertised to be on hand? 
And ordinary joes with ideas 
and imagination are well 
aware they can be shot down 
at a public meeting by a 
squad of experts? There are 
some residents who also 
have the uneasy feeling that 
the decisions have in fact 
been made before the public 
meeting is called. 

A pity - a great pity 
indeed. Because under this 
system the kind of a comm- 
unity the people really want 
can also be shot down.” 

It is important to realize: 
(1) that the Gazette did not 
send a reporter to this 
meeting; (2) the ‘‘experts’’ 
referred to were the consul- 
tants who spent approxim- 
ately a year and half in 
preparing a comprehensive 
plan for delineating the 
manner and way that St. 
Albert transportation pro- 
blems can be solved if joint 
action is taken by the Town, 
the City of Edmonton, the 
Government of Alberta and 
the MD of Sturgeon; (3) the 
consultant's answered the 
queries set forth by the few 
residents who attended the 
meeting in an informed, calm 
and courteous manner; and 
(4) the public meeting was 
called by the Transportation 
Steering Committee and not 
by the council. 

It is suggested that the 
editor’s attempt to charac- 
terize the meeting as an 
attempt by the ‘‘Town’’ to 
ambush the unwary resi- 
dents with a posse of experts 
is sheer *‘poppycock.”’ 

In my opinion the Editor 
owes an apology to the 
consultants and the repre- 
sentatives of the various 


governments which make up 
the Transportation Steering 
Committee - namely, the 
representatives from the 
Government of Alberta, De- 
partment of Transportation, 
the City of Edmonton, the 
MD of Sturgeon and the 
Town of St. Albert. 

[b] Population Size 

The Editor asserts that: 

“St. Albert Council is now 
planning ahead for 105,000 
population to help (?) imple- 
ment the grand design”’ 

The facts of the matter are 
that the council has not 
adopted any plans for the 
development of a community 
of 105,000. 

Indeed, the council will not 
adopt any position regarding 
the potential long run de- 
velopment of St. Albert until 
it has examined a number of 
alternatives and received 
input from the public at our 
general plan hearing meet- 
ings. 

The technical studies whi- 
ch are presently being 
carried out by various plan- 
ners and consultants must 
look at various long run 
alternatives if the council and 
the people of St. Albert are to 
make sensible long run 
decisions. 

fi is felt that it is less than 
responsible of the Editor to 
assert that any of these 
planning alternatives have 
been endorsed by council. 

[c] The ‘‘Palace’’ of a New 
Town Hall 

The Editor states: 

‘‘Next to come in St. 
Albert will be a ‘‘palace’’ ofa 
town hall. Let council tell the 
ratepayers or the June 
census the whole truth of 
that cost and ask the support 
of the people for so many 
mills to build it...’ 

‘It is equally - or more - 
important that the voters be 
asked what tax increase they 
will support for a new town 
hall, and there can surely be 
no justification for not asking 
that question also at census 
time.’’ 

It is submitted that any 
citizen reading the editor's 
comment would assume: (1) 
that the plans for an osten- 
tacious, lavish town hall had 
been completed, and (2) that 
the council was planning on 
passing the costs of the 
‘Palace’ onto the taxpayer 
in some secretive way. 


UP YOUR BLOCK

The facts are that: (1) the 
council has not commiss- 
ioned any firm to draw up 
plans for a new town hall;

It is suggested that the

It is felt that the Gazette 
should concentrate its efforts 
on reporting rather than 
‘‘creating’’ the news.

Because under this 
system the kind of com- 
munity the people really 
want can also be shot down. 

St. Albert council is now 
planning ahead for 105,000 
population to help (?) imple- 
ment the grand design.”’ 

Just to get the record 
straight I wish to inform you 
that the Transportation St- 
eering Committee has, thr- 
ough the transportation con- 
sultant, been studying: 

(A) The implications on 
the town of a population of 
30,000, also 50,000, and 
whether there is a practical 
solution to the transportation 
problem for these popula- 
tions; further, 

(B) Should the people of 


St. Albert decide for a 
General Plan which can 
accommodate 50,000 people - 
is the transportation solution 
for 50,000 workable and 
complementary to a com- 
munity greater than 50,000, 
say up to 100,000 because in 
some distant future this may 
be a consideration. 

These figures of 50,000 
and of 100,000 were not 
chosen because the town is 
planning to develop to some 
‘grand design,’’ but rather 
these figures were chosen to 
determine through the study, 
the implications of growth to 
such magnitude, so that the 
facts can be set before the 
public. 

It is my sincere hope that 
residents of St. Albert do 
attend the next public meet- 
ing to inform themselves of 
the implications of growth, 
and that they indicate their 
desires for a general plan. 

So please could we have 
some co-operation by the 
Gazette on informing the 
people of St. Albert rather 
than misinforming them on a 
very crucial issue.

It took at least 500,000 years for the first 100 million people 
to appear on Earth. By about 1500 A.D. there were perhaps 
500 million.

Paperwork holiday?

In their battle with 
inflation, Canadians will 
have to decide between a 
competitive market eco- 
nomy and permanent wage 
and price controls. The 
U.S. is opting for the free 
enterprise alternative, as 
Canadian visitors _—are 
quick to notice. 


Regular gasoline in the 
U.S. varies between a low 
of 60 cents and a high of 
75 cents per Imperial 
gallon. Milk and eggs are 
as much as 40 per cent 
cheaper there than in 
Canada. House prices are 
two-thirds to one half of 
the Canadian equivalent. 


The head of the US. 
Civil Aeronautics Board is 
urging deregulation of 
airline fares as the solution 
to rising travel costs. 
Imagine the Chairman of 
the Canadian Transport 
Commission (Edgar 
Benson -- remember him?) 
urging the break-up of Air 
Canada’s monopoly! 


Moreover, there. are 
checks and balances’ on 
government spending in 
the U.S. which are sadly 
lacking in Canada. A U.S. 
congressional committee 
can require any govern- 
ment official or private 
citizen to appear before it 
as often and for as long as 
it wishes. 


In April, 1976, in Ottawa, 
the Opposition defence 
critic was permitted only 
two 15-minute periods to 
question Defence Minister 
James Richardson before 


the Exxterna! Affairs and 

National Defence Commit- 

tee about the Government’s 
$1 billion airplane pur- 

chase from Lockheed. 


Ottawa says the pur- 
chase will create 2,500 
jobs in Canada. That’s 
$400,000 per job. Yet 
mismanagement of the 
Lockheed deal has Ottawa 
scrambling to borrow $300 
million from Canadian 
banks to help that scandal- 
plagued company. This at 
a time when the Canadian 
small business community, 
which can create jobs for 
between $3,000 and $10,000 
each, is desperate for 
investment capital at a 
reasonable rate. 


In the U.S., a presiden- 
tial commission has been 
established to ease the 
oppressive burden of 
paperwork on the economy 
in general and on small 
business in particular. 
Deregulation and elimi- 
nating forms go hand in 
hand. 


A Quebec member of 
the Canadian Federation 
of Independent Business 
put it well: ‘I am expected, 
inspected, disrespected, 
suspected, dejected, exam- 
ined, re-examined, com- 
manded and compelled.” 


What Canada needs is 
not another public holiday 
but a paper holiday. To 
celebrate it, Statistics 
Canada would issue _ its 
longest, and final, bulletin: 
‘The following forms have 
been withdrawn and are 
no longer required.”

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Lack of family unity contributes 


The St. Albert Nurses’ 
Interest Group held a dis- 
cussion on Tuesday, May 4 
on the topic of ‘‘Youth’’ with 
four guest speakers present- 
ing their own views on the 
problems facing youth today. 
The guest speakers were 
Reverend Cantelon of Mc- 
Dougall United Church, Kel- 
ly Daniels, community youth 
worker for the Town of St. 


Albert, Corporal Lawrence ot 
the local RCMP detachment, 
and Allan Musto a repre- 
sentative of the youth of St. 
Albert. Each speaker pre- 
sented his views on the youth 
problem or lack of it and 
explained their individual 
problems in dealing with the 
younger members of the 
population. 

Rev. Cantelon spoke first 


and divided the total youth 
population into two groups: 
those who made up the small 
percentage that crossed the 
social guidelines, caused all 
the problems, were rebell- 
ious and created the situa- 
tions that are associated with 
youth in general, and those 
who tested their wings, tried 
things out, began making 
generally sound value judge- 


ments, and eventually stab- 
ilized their lives. The youth 
period is marked by a drastic 
questioning of the values of 
their parents. They cannot 
live by the double standard 
‘Do as I say, don’t do as I 
do,’’ which was accepted by 
earlier generations. Today’s 
youth will not accept this; 
they will respect, but per- 
haps not believe, what their

parents propose as long as 
they live by their own 
standards. 

Rev. Cantelon rated the 
influences in the lives of 
today’s youth as follows: fl - 
Father, #2 - Mother, #3 - 
Groups, #4 - School, and #5 - 
Religious Institutions. If the 
adults are mixed-up, or have 
lost their sense of values, 
how can children be expected

ents today often provide too 
many material things and not 
enough guidance and under 
standing. 


LACK OF PARENTAL 
SUPPORT 


Kelly Daniels, community 
youth worker for the Town of 
St. Albert spoke to the group 
next. He pointed out that 43 
percent of the population of 
St. Albert is under 21 years 
of age. Social pressures, both 
from peers and parents, are 
important and very influen 
tial for young people. Almost 
all youth problems relate 
back to family problems 
problems such as broken 
homes, lack of parental 
support, alcoholism and the 
fact that both parents work. 
St. Albert is a ‘satellite town’ 
and there are certain pro- 
blems associated with this 
fact. The social lives of all 
members of the family are 
affected, the interaction of 
the parents’ social lives, the 
children’s social lives, and 
the social lives of the family 
as a unit. The parents usually 
go to Edmonton for their 
entertainment, the high sch- 
ool students that have trans- 
portation are free to travel 
about and find some enter- 
tainment for themselves, but 
the younger kids and those 
without a vehicle are at a loss 
for something to do. 

Another fact that con- 
tributes to the ‘‘youth pro- 
blem’’ is the affluence of the 
population as a whole. 
Youngsters always have mo- 
ney in their pockets, a lot of 
money. According to Mr. 
Daniels, this could be due to 
the fact that the parents feel 
guilty for not spending more 
time with their families and 
to relieve their feelings of 
guilt they give their children 
money. When both parents 
work, there is little time or 
energy left to spend in family 
entertainment. The supper 
hour is sometimes the only 
time in the day that a family 
can communicate and talk 
about their experiences. 

There is a great need for 
‘basic life’ skills, a de- 
velopment and understand- 
ing of personal relationships. 
The teen years are a very 
important part of the devel- 
opment of a young person’s 
personality. Many parents 
are completely unaware and 
are prepared to handle this 
period and the problems 
which accompany it. Pro 
blems such as drugs, alcohol 
and sex usually pose insur 
mountable obstacles for pat 
ents of young people. This 1s 
a time when teen-agers 
should learn basic commun! 
cation skills, value discrim 
ination and problem solving 

Mr. Daniels said that the 
family unit relationship !s 
very weak. Communication | 
a major problem, Without 
parental input into the teen 
ager’s life, a wealth ol 
experience is lost 

At present 33% of the 
fown’s population is under 
18. Recreation facilities fo 
this group are severely 
lacking. There is no place for 
these young people to so 
cialize in this important ume 
of their life and thet 
development. 

Alcohol is the biggest! 
problem that teen-agers and 
their parents face in St 
Albert, a bigger problem

than drugs. When young 
people have no one to talk to, 
pressures build if there is nb 
other outlet for their emo- 
tions. More and more of the 
St. Albert teen-agers are 
turning to alcohol as a re- 
lease for these pressures. 
This problem is occurring in 
all age groups, even 14 and 
15 years olds. When children 
of this age start turning to 
alcohol to relieve frustrations 
and pent-up emotions, there 
are serious problems on the 
home front that need imme- 
diate attention. 


NO REAL PROBLEM IN 
ST. ALBERT 


The third speaker at the 
meeting was Corporal Law- 
rence of the local RCMP 
detachment. Corporal Law- 
rence has been working in St. 
Albert for the past 11 months 
and previously worked in 
Vancouver. He pointed out 
several facts which he felt 
were pertinent to the ‘Youth 
Problem.’ - The residents of 
St. Albert are in a high wage 
group, there are no slums in 
the town, homes are very 
expensive and in many cases 
both parents must work to 
purchase one, children are 
often left at home alone with 
no supervision from parents. 
In families where both 
parents. work the children 
spend about half an hour 
collectively with their par- 
ents. An over-abundance of 
money is also a problem by 
Corporal Lawrence. 

Corporal Lawrence expl- 
ained that most of the 
problems around the town 
are caused by a group of

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about 12 youngsters. These 
are the hard-core trouble- 
makers who often attract a 
large following. He said that 
this group could be helped if 
there was more co-operation 
from the families involved. 

Another fact which Cor- 
poral Lawrence felt contri- 
buted to the ‘‘youth prob- 
lem’’ was the extent to which 
sports and other activities 
are organized for the child- 
renin the community. By the 
time the teen years are 
reached children have ex- 
perienced about all that there 
is to experience as a young- 
ster. Sports, dancing classes, 
music classes, recreation 
opportunities are all so 
structured that children nev- 
er get a chance to learn how 
to create their own fun and 
amusements. Everything is 
done for them. 

Corporal Lawrence also 
explained that the police. are 
limited in what actions they 
can take against juvenile law 
breakers. A judge must be 
contacted when a youth is 
apprehended and he must 
give permission to the police 
before they can hold him at 
the police station. This per- 
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whenever a youth is picked 
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up, day or night. 

When a juvenile is releas- 
ed on probation he is put 
under the care of a probation 
officer. These workers are 
supposed to supervise the 
young people in their care 
and try to keep them out of 
trouble. However, these pro- 
bation officers work a 9 to 5 
day and don’t work on the 
weekends. What, asked Cor- 
poral Lawrence, happens to 
the juvenile who needs their 
help after S p.m., before 9 
a.m. or on the weekends? 

Young people appreciate 
being treated as normal 
human beings, and not 
pushed aside. Many of them 
want more parental control. 
Corporal Lawrence said that 
from his experience most of 
the young people are looking 
for something to grasp, some 
place to turn for help and 
guidance. 


At present, the courts just 
put them off unti! they 
become legal adults. The 
problem is not properly dealt 
with when it first develops 
and it usually grows intoa 
problem of major concern. 
Life moves too fast for the 
adults today - if the adults 
can’t cope with their pro- 
blems, how can the children 
be expected to handle their 
own problems? 

Unlike the previous two 
speakers, Corporal Lawrence 
did not feel that St. Albert 
had a real ‘‘youth problem.’’ 
He sited some statistics 
pertaining to crimes comm- 
itted in the town and comp- 
ared them to statistics of 
other urban centres. He felt 
that with stricter laws and 
more freedom for the police 
officers to enforce the law, 
the present problem in St. 
Albert would be quickly 
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handled. 


TEE#S NEED PARENTAL 
ADVICE 


The third speaker was 
Allan Musto, a young man 
who graduated from Paul 
Kane last year. Allan is 
presently working part-time 
in the United Church of 
Canada Men’s Shelter, more 
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commonly known as the 
‘‘drunk tank’’. Allan also has 
a full-time job at Wood- 
wards. Allan had approached 
his friends with several 
questions which he felt the 
audience and parents in 
general would like to know 
the answers to. His first 
question concerned the eag- 
erness with which young

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people head to the bars as 
soon as they turn 18. Allan 
got several answers to his 
question - it’s the novelty of 
being old enough to go to the 
bar, of being waited on, it’s a 
place to meet people, to talk 
with friends, it provides the 
bridge by which one can 
escape from reality. Why is 
alcohol so important in hav- 
ing a good time? It makes 
you laugh, you lose your 
inhibitions, it’s easier to do 
things. Young people tuday 
seem to have lost the ability 
to entertain themselves, they 
have become ‘‘prisoners of 
the T.V.,’” and when they are 
drunk they feel relaxed and 
at ease. Is this dependance 
on alcohol a sign of in- 
security? No more than at 
any other age group that 
drinks. Alcohol provides an 
excuse for saying and doing 
things which one would 
otherwise be blamed for. The 
young people used to enjoy 
the St. Albert High Social 
Club, until, that is, it was 
closed down. It was closed 
down because a small group 
of ‘tough guys’ brought in 
alcohol and caused a lot of 
damage. The rest of the 
group could have tried to 
stop them, but at the time 
nobody thought about the 
consequences of their ac- 
tions. 

Allan’s questions were 
also concerned with the 
general feeling that young 
people have about their 
country, its economic state, 
and their place in the devel- 
opment of a future for

Canada. Apparently, most 
young people feel little con- 
cern about the inflation and 
unemployment which is cau- 
sing so much concern to 
others. As long as they have 
money in their pockets, they 
don’t care what happens. 
There is little regard for 
politicians, politics and the 
country itself. The greatest 
concern, it seems, is that the 
teen-agers are accepted by 
their peer group. For ex- 
ample, many young people 
purchase cars not only to 
provide themselves with 
transportation but also to 
attract friends. There is also 
a certain amount of status 
which accompanies drinking 
under age. It’s ‘cool’ to be 
able to get into a bar, be 
served and get away with it. 

Most of the teen-agers that 
Allan talked to felt that there 
was no generation gap as 
long as parents put no 
unreasonable restraints on 
them. They felt that parents 
didn’t understand the way of 
life of today’s youth, and that 
by putting restrictions on 
them they were only asking 
for trouble and rebellion. 


ACCEPTING 
RESPONSIBILITY FOR 
ACTIONS 


Allan’s next question was 
an important one - Are you 
happy and content with life? 
Many young people wished 
that they could return to the 
‘good old days’ when they 
didn’t have: any responsi- 
bilities, pressures or strains. 
They were now faced with 
many problems and situa- 
tions which they felt unable 
to cope with. The pressure of 
the peer group is hard to 
resist and peer groups 
usually advocate the use of 
alcohol and drugs. There’s 
also the problems which 
arise from the added finan- 
cial pressure which occurrs 
after students leave school 
and are out on their own. 
Teens must also decide 
whether or not they should 
continue their education and 
if they decide to do so, where 
will they get the money. 

Allan’s final question was 
of particular interest to 
parents - How can parents 
help? Young people want to 
be taught, and need to be 
taught, to accept responsi- 
bility for their actions, their 
financial obligations, their 
futures. Parents should teach 
their children how to handle 


their own problems, not do 
everything for them. Most of 
all, when advice is needed, 
parents should be there to 
help. These measures cannot 
be begun when the teen 
years are reached, because 
it’s too late then. This 
training must begin when the 
child is very young, the 
younger the better. 

Kelly Daniels made an 
interesting point at this time. 
Many of the people in the 
town are blaming the lack of 
facilities for the problems 
which arise with young 
people. But if the facilities 
are not being used why build 
more? Are swimming pools 
and tennis courts what the 
young people in St. Albert 
really need or are these 
facilities for the parents. 
From his conversations with 
the teen-agers, he feels that 
a place to meet and to do 
things with their friends, and 
a feeling of doing things for 
themselves is more impor- 
tant. 

Reverend Cantelon spoke 
again on the need for parents 


to supervise the children, 
teach them how to handle 
problem situations, how to 
handle their lives and live 
within the guidelines set by 
society. Parents shouldn't be 
teaching their children the 
difference between right and 
wrong when they reach their 
teens. They should know the 
difference by this age. What 
they really need to learn is 
how to assume responsibility 
for their actions, how to look 
beyond the moment and an- 
ticipate the consequences of 
their present actions. 

There seemed to be five 
major concerns of the panel- 
ists: that teen-agers have too 
much unearned money, they 
have no place to meet with 
their friends, they have too 
much done for them, there is 
not enough parental super- 
vision and guidance, and 
they are not taught to 
assume responsibility for 
their actions. 

The meeting ended with a 
brief discussion between the 
audience and the panelists.

Don't plant 
garden annuals 
too early 


Don’t rush to plant your 
‘bedding plants just because 
it has been an early spring. 
Annuals should not be 
planted until all danger of 
frost has passed. Under most 
circumstances, this would be 
mid-May to late May. 

Annual plants or bedding 
plants are used by most 
gardeners to provide contin- 
uous color throughout the 
summer, Once the blossoms 
appear, they bloom for the 
remainder of the summer. 
But the mass effect of the 
color is what is desired. 

There should be no un- 
attractive spacing between 
the plants although ample 
room should be allowed for 
growth, For example border 
alyssum can be planted five 
to six inches apart. 

Ensure the plants receive 
enough moisture during pl- 
anting to survive the stress of 
transplanting. Arlene Ches- 
ney says it is important that 
the water loss during plan- 
ting be minimized and the 
supply should be maximized. 
To achieve these conditions, 
she says, it is best to plant on 
an overcast day when it is 
cool and evaporation loss is 
minimal,

Slowly but surely the leng- 
thening list of natural gas 
discovery wells in the Arctic 
Islands is pushing total 
indicated reserves closer to 
the threshold quantities re- 
quired for the construction of 
the proposed Polar Gas 
pipelines. Two important 
new discoveries 150 miles 
apart announced this week -- 
one offshore from Melville 
Island, the other offshore 
between King Christian and 
Ellef Ringnes Islands -- have 
added an estimated addi- 
tional one trillion to one-and- 
a-half trillion cubic feet to the 
steadily mounting reserves. 
This pushed indicated gas 
reserves discovered to date 
in the islands to the 13-14 
trillion cubic foot range, 
write W. L. Dack and Horst 
Heise in The Financial Post. 
There is a strong belief now 
among petroleum officials 
that the required reserves for 
such a line will be proven 
within the next 12 to 18 
months.

Villeneuve airport: 


Villeneuve satellite airport 
will open for limited opera- 
tions around August 15. 

Transport Canada officers 
will hold discussions with 
area flying schools on rules 
to ensure safe operations 
pending commissioning of 
the airport some six weeks 
later, in early Ocotober. 

Construction is underway 
now to complete work cut 
short by last year’s early 
snowfall. This included con- 
struction of one runway 
(08-26), a taxiway, aircraft 
parking apron, entrance road 
and field drainage. Work 
should be completed by July 
31st. 

New construction schedul- 
ed for this year includes: 
runway and taxiway lighting, 
an additional taxiway, storm 


be finished by November 30. 
Transport Canada Region- 
al Administrator, Don De- 
war, decided to open Vill- 
eneuve for limited operations 
to relieve pressure at the 
city’s Municipal airport. 

It is estimated that in the 
six or so weeks of limited 
operations Villeneuve will 
handle about 10,000 move- 
ments. After that time the 
airport will be commissioned 
for full operations. 

Cost of this year’s new 
construction is estimated at 
$1.25 million. Last season’s 
construction award went to 
Standard General Construc- 
tion (St. Albert) which bid 
$857,000. 

Villeneuve is being built to 
accommodate flying training 
and recreational flying. Its 


drainage, gravel parking lot, 
extension of the access road, 
and the maintenance garage 
apron. Completion of these 
items is expected by August 
1Sth.

To get the ball rolling on the new high school the Sturgeon 
School Division #24 has already made a number of 
significant changes in the administrative set up throughout 
the division. 


Principal of the Sturgeon Heights Schoo! Tony Taylor, who 
has been principal there for four years, has been appointed 
principal of the Namao Composite High School; he will start 
developing the programs for the new high school this fall, a 
year before the school opens. Mr. Taylor will be working in 
the Sturgeon School Division offices in Morinville. 


Mr. Taylor will be helped in the initial program and 
equipment planning by Bill MacDonald, a former principal 
in a Winnipeg high school over the last six years. Mr. 
MacDonald has been appointed vice-principal at the new 
high school. 


The Sturgeon School Division has also hired a teacher 
librarian, no name has been released yet, to come on staff 
this fall and select, catalogue and index 10,000 media items 
for the new high school. 


So, as superintendent for the Sturgeon School Division 
Frank Robertson pointed out, there’s already a nucleus staff 
to prepare for the day the students arrive. 


Principal of the Gibbons school Des McDonald will fill the 
spot left at the Sturgeon Heights School by vacating 
principal Mr. Taylor.

Weeds resistant to herbicides 


It is a good idea to avoid 
using the same herbicide on 
the ‘same weed species year 
after year, according to some 
American weed specialists. 

Washington State Univer- 
sity weed specialists suggest 
that farmers rotate different 
herbicides to avoid immunity 
developing in the weeds. 
They say that some weeds 
have now become immune to 
some of the older herbicides. 
The explanation is that 
through natural selection the 
slower growing weed species
